Comparable-store sales—those from K mart stores 
open at least one year—increased by 10.1% this july 
over the same period in 1962. 

Sales figures include results from K mart discount 
department stores, which totaled 2,136 on July 27, 1983, 
compared with 2,084 on July 28, 1982. Also contributing 
to sales are Designer Depot. Kresge and Jupiter stores 
and Furr's Cafeterias, inc 

Mr. Fauber cited merchandising enhancements as a 
‘source of future strength for the retailer. “Our 
Home Electronic Centers, for example. should produce 
gratifying results as consumers tum to indoor activities 
this fall.” he says. 

Now in some 475 stores, the Home Electronic Centers 
are targeted for most U.S. K mart stores by the end of 
1983.

Decker, along with Cari Lewis, long jumper and likened 
to the legendary Jesse Owens, have been termed as old- 
fashioned heroes. But their training and support require 
modem standards. Because Americans today are actively

For Decker. running ts a source of pride. which may 
explain why she is increasing her speed rapidly. During 
the summer of ‘73, she toured the world with the U.S. track 
team and made headlines by beating Soviet standout Niele 
Sabaite in a half-mile race held in Minsk. The following 
year, however. Decker sufferéd injuries. Her body was 
Starting to falter under the strain of her obsessive 
running Stress fractures hobbled her throughout "74, 
and at the 76 Olympics, she was virtually a cripple, 
unable to walk normally due to shin splints and various 
lower leg ailments. 

Her problem was diagnosed as compartment syndrome, 
where the calf muscles are constricted by their sheaths. It 
took two operations to ease the pain, but in 1980, Decker 
was struck with Achilles’ tendinitis in her left foot. After 
additional surgery, she was sidelined for almost a year 
and a half. 

Today, when Decker practices, she is accompanied on 
workouts around her home in Eugene, Oregon by a cadre 
of male runners to keep her from overextending herself.

Recently, she won a |,500 meter race in Stockholm, 
lowering her own American record to 3:57:12, but later 
setting an American record in the 800 meter (1:57:60) at

The Winter Games—Sarajevo, Yugosiavia 


Back in 1978. the international Olympic Committee 
awarded the Winter Games to Sarajevo, an old Turkish 
town. centered in the middle of Yugoslavia At that time. 
their sports facilities were either underdeveloped or 
virtually non-existent. Now, Sarajevo is a scene of people 
working energetically to prepare its city for the 1984 Winter 2 
Games. 


For the main skating events, the athletes will use Zetra 
Arena, which Is adjacent to the 400-meter speed skating 
oval. unique in its construction because its refrigeration 
system operates year-round to service the largest cold 
‘Storage area in Sarajevo, located under the course. On the 
opposite side of Zetra is Kosevo Stadium. with a seating 
Capacity of 50,000 and built in 1952 by 4,000 students with
